WASHINGTON, March 26.—The reaping 
of profits through the construction of the 
Panama canal by the Unit States is now 
engrossing the attention of all those who 
may become beneficiaries. Manufacturers 
in almost every line of industry are ar-| 
ranging with all others in the same line | 
to maintain a system of prices that will | 
prevent rulnous competition. There will | 
be sufficient work for all without under- 
bidding. 

Many delegations, representing manufac- 
turers in various branches, have already 
been here consulting the plans of the Isth- 
mian Canal Commission. They are com- 
puting Just what will be needed, how soon 
they can supply it and at what price. The 
government is regarded as certain pay and 
no allowance need be made for losses. All 
the details for furnishing supplies will be 
completed long before the necessity arises 
for their use. 

Members of the recent canal commiss'on 
believe it will be 18 months before the 
machinery of construction can be placed 
in motion. Nothing whatever can be done 
at present except the perfection of legal 
details necessary for transferring the Pan- 
ama property to the United States after 
Colombia shall have ratified the treaty. 
When this has been accomplished the Pres- 
ident will name seven men who will com- 
pose a commission to supervise the build- 
ing of the canal. The President does not 
expect to name these men until after he 
returns from his western trip in June.

Jt is desired to organize a working com- 
pany in the form of a great syndicate to 
contract with the government to build the 
entire canal. This working company would 
sublet various features of the work, such 
Sas the excavating, the Bahio dam, the 
locks and other specialties. The subcon- 
tractors would be responsible to the work- 
ing company and the syndicate to the goy- 
crnment. 

This is regarded as the most satisfactory 
method of pursuing the undertaking. If 
this plan cannot be made operative the 
government will make contracts direct with 
companies desiring to construct certain 
kinds of work.

Great Combine Begins the 
Elimination of Its Con- 
stituent Companies. 


TRENTON, N. J., Match 26.—Articles of 
merger were filed in the office of the secre- 
tary of state today, merging the Ameri- 
can Steel Switch Co., National Steel Co. 
and the Carnegie company, 

The merged corporation is to be known 
as the National Steel Co., with a capitali- 


zation of $63,000,000. The combined capital 
of the old companies amounted to 62,- 

Ry this merger the new corporation will 
save over $7000 each year in fees paid to 
the state of New Jersey. 

The directors of the new corporation are 

. EB. Corey, C, M. Schwab, E. H. Gary, 
W. W. Blackburn and Thomas Murray. 
The officers of the company are W. LE. 
Corey, president; W. W. Blackburn, sec- 
retary-treasurer; W. C. McCausland, as- 
sistant treasurer; J. J. Campbell, assistant 
secretary and auditor. All the new officers 
are from Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG. Pa., March 26.—The only 
explanation offered in Pittsburg for the fil- 
ing of articles of merger at Trenton today 
by subsidiary companies of the United 
States Steel Corporation is that the latter 


is about to carry out its plan of merging all 
its constituent companies, practicality abol- 
ishing the subdivisions of the general cor- 
poration and having the parent concern 
pecome the operating as well as the stock- 
holding concern. 

This plan will do away with the individ- 
ual orgunizations such as the Carnegie 
Steel Co., the American Sheet Stee! Co., tne 
American Tin Plate Co., the National ‘lube 
Co., the Federal Steel Co., the American 
Bridge Co., and all underlying concerns 
operated separately. It will also simplify 
matters considerably, and, by arranging 
them as departments of the general corpor- 
ation, there will be practically no change 
in methods, while a tremendous saving in 
capitalization tax will Llollow. 

At present the United States Steel Cor- 
poration pays a tax in New Jersey on its 

eneral capital, while each of the underly- 
he companies pays a tax on its individual 
capital, though it is represented in the gen- 
eral capital of the corporation. In other 
words, the corporation Is paying taxes 
twice on its capitalization. 

The officers of the new corporation are 
all old officials of the Carnegie company.

New York System Is

NDPW YORK, March 2%.—The New York 

orld has obtained practically the full de- 
talle of the confession made by ex-Ward- 
man Geo. Bissert, which throws a flood of 
light on the police system prevailing in the 
police department under the Devery re- 
gime. This confession was first made by 
Bissert to his lawyer, Emanuel M, Friend, 
and subseyuentiy repeated to Assistant 
District Attorney Morgan. 

He withholds no details in telling how 
blackmail money was collected in the 
‘red light’’ district. Bissert claims that 
he collected in the neighborhood of $180,000 
during the three years he was wardman 
under Capt. Diamond. He telis te whom 
this fund was paid, hew it was divided, 
what ghare reached ‘“‘men higher up’ and 
other startling facts. 

As there are 10 other precincts equally 
productive, and 75 precincts in all, the ta- 
tal blackmail in the Devery days must 
have run far into the millions. 

There were two other sets of collectors 
in that precinct during the same period. 
One of them, according to Bissert, collect- 
ed for-an official “‘higher up,’ while the 
other Gollected for an official still ‘‘higher 
up,’” whose office was at police headquar- 
ters, One of these two officials is not 
connected with the police department to- 
ay. 

Bissert’s confession has been pronounced 
the most astounding revelation ever re- 
ceived at the district attorney's office. He 
mentions but two men in his confession. 
One of them is a captain, another an in- 
spector. 

Fissert has told of the various amounts 
collected by him. He has given a com- 
plete list of all the places he visited as the 
precinct collector. e has also furnished 
@ separate list giving the addresses of the 
laces where the other two collectors called 
n behalf of those “higher up.’ He has 
also furnished the rates charged for each 
“line of business’’ where the law was be- 
ing violated with the full knowledge and 
Sanction of the officials. 

Bissert told Mr. Morgan of hia collec- 
tions. They were from 30 disorderly 
houses, 10 poolrooms, 10 gambling houses, 
five Stuss games, 10 Raines iaw dives and 
from the: liquor dealers of the preeinct. 
From the disorderly houses he collected 
about $15,000 a year: from the poolrooms 
for the same period he collected about $12,- 
000; from the five Stuss games his collec- 
tions amounted to $3000 a year; from the 10 
Raines law dives Bissert collected $12,000 
each year he was in the precinct. and the 
collections from the liquor men amounted 
to $6300 each vear. 

This grand total of over $60,000 Bissert 
wave he handed personally to a captain of 
police. 

Bissert’s-ewn share was 5 per cent of the 
collections.

~ IN MURDER CASE 


Parnell Feud Affair in Ark- 
-ansas Comes to Re- 
markable End, ~ 


most famous murder caseg in the history of 
Arkansas has come to an end more remark- 
able even than the murder itself. 

Last year five Parnell brothers of Eldor- 
ado, in the prasecution of a feud with Guy 
Tucker of that town engaged in a pistol 
duel with Tucker, in which a constable and 
two of the brothers were killed. 

Now the surviving brothers, who were to 
have been tried on a murder charge, have 
been set free on agreement with the prose- 
cuting attorney that they will leave the 
state by May 36, next. 

Instead of prosecuting them as the law 
requires, the prosecuting attorney has 
formally signed this stipulation with the 
attorneys for the defense that the case 
shall be digmissed providing the brothers 
live up to the conditions. 

It is provided that in addition to leaving 
the state, the three men must not return to 
it on pain of having the murder charge re- 
vived, and that they must not engage in 
any altercation with Marshal Tucker or 
his friends. All this isa specifically set 
forth in the agreement. The court is said 
to have consented to have this unysual 
document placed on file. 

Dan, Jim and Matt Parnell are the sur- 
viving brothers and prospective exties from 
Arkansas, After being in jail since Octo- 
ber, 1902, they were today set free to go

Then it tackled a bottle of baby food and 
warm milk, and until it hdd absorbed the 
last drop it was a very busy baby. 

Lablanche made a call on it Thursday 
morning. It was attired in a aye mt 
dress covered with lace and lay aslee , 

a little white iron bed. Its downy hair 
had been parted and brushed and it was 
fit for any reception. 

As Lablanche stood beside its crib and 
gazed at it, its eyes opened and it blinked 
at the light. Then it opened its mouth and 
showed its pink gums and emitted a wall.

ENGINEERS DIFFER WIDELY 
IN THEIR OPINIONS 


Efforts to Measure the Flow of the 
- Forceful Current Have Not Met 
With Flattering Success 
in the Past. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 26.—There is no 
settled opinion among engineers and others 
possess ng expert knowiedge as to the time 
the crest of the rise will reach New Or- 
leans. Men well posted on river matters 
“generally are not inclined to hazard a 
guess on a thing so precarious. The M ssis- 
sipp! is erratis at all times. Efforts have 
been made to measure the normal flow of 
the river. But estimates made of the riv- 
er’s velocity under normal and abnormal 
conditions are not accepted as final. Cur- 
rents have been known to spurt and whirl 
along at the rate of seven or eight feet per 
second. At other times and under other cir- 
cumstances the movement of the currrent 
is sluggish. These conditions have made it 
difficult to estimate the flow of the river. 
There is an estimate which may throw 
some light on movements in the Mississippi. 
made under the supervision of the signal 
service. The table has part’cular reference 
to the movement of a freshet wave, and 
cannot be accejfted as indicating the ex- 
act time required by a flood maximum in 
passing from one point to another. The 
table prepared by the signal service officers 
shows the time requiréd by a freshet wave

The movement will 
be siower or faster, according to the “pe- 
cullar conditions which obtain at the dif- 
ferent points. Taking this estimate, 
however, of the movement of a freshet 
wave, in connection with the time re- 
quired for the crest of the fiood ut 1897 
to pass from one point to another, some 
idea may be had of the time which the 
piesent flood may require to pass from 
points above to New Or.eans. 

The breaks in levees which occurred in 
1897 retarded somewhat the movement of 
the flood, and, judging from the dates on 
which the crest of the flood reached the 
difterent points below Memphis its fiow 
was extremely sluggish. The maximum 
of the flood reached Memphis March 19. It 
did not reach lena until Agen 4, about 
15 days later. At that time the St. Fran- 
cis basin was very largely open, and much 
ot the flood tide was allowed to spread over 
a vast land area. The flood rested at 
Vicksburg April 16, or about 20 days after 
reaching Memphis, and about 10 days after 
it had rested at Helena. The flood rested 
at Donaldsonville May 13, about 54 days 
after it passed Memphis, and it was on 
this date that the maximum was reached 
on the New Orleans gauge. According to 
the table prepared by signal service of- 
ficers, under normal conditions a freshet 
wave will pass from Memphis to New Or- 
leans in a little over seveu days. The flood 
of 1897 required about eight weeks in pass- 
ing from Memphis to New Orleans. Elim 
inating the retarding influence of breaks 
in the levees, it is belleved by men who aré 
well posted that the present flood should 
pass from Memphis to New Orleans In 
from three to four weeks. However, con- 
clustons of this kind are purely speculative.

BUFFALO, March 26.—In many minds the 
}conclusion has been reached that Arthur 
R. Pennell had guilty knowledge of E. L. 
Burdick’s murder, and that this fact drove 
him to suicide. In tracing a murder, the 
first thing to’ look for is a motive for the 
deed. In all the investigations into this 
tragedy, but one person has been found who 
would profit by Burdick’s death. This per- 
s0n was Arthur R. Pennell. 

The only important development at to- 
day’s inquest were Maggie Murray's con- 
tradiction of statements made by Mrs. 
Hull of events that transpired on the morn- 
ing after Burdick was killed. Both women 
were on the witness stand today. It hag 
been the opinion of the authorities that 
Mrs. Hull was not telling all she knew of 
the tragedy. Maggie Murray was one of 
the Burdick servants and it was she who 
talked with Mrs. Hull about the murder, 
and as to what should be done in calling 
for help. 

The report of Chemist Hill shows that 
no poisons were found in the liquor bottle 
found on the table in Burdick’s den on 
the morning of the murder. There was no 
poison in the stomach. There was no biood- 
stains on the golf stick. 

It was the understanding today that 
the inquest into the death of Arthur 
Pennell will be held immediately, and 
that the verdict in the Burdick case will 
not be rendered until after the close of 
the Pennell inquest, when both verdicts 
will be handed down simultaneously. 

The district attorney was asked today: 

“Do you believe that a husband traced his 
wife to Burdick’s house and there made a 
discovery which brought Burdick’s death?’ 

“No.”’ said Coatsworth, ‘“‘and along those 
lines let me ask a few questions and state a 
few facts. Who knows that Burdick was in 
the habit of making engagements with 
women; who knows that there was a single 
blem'sh on his moral career? 

“We have not been able to discover any 
downfalls in his past. He has been branded 
as a man who was constantly involved in 
intrigues with women; was branded as a 
man of but little moral character. Let me 
say to you that we have so far been unable 
to discover any foundation for such state- 
ments or inuendoes. 

“Though there have been many state- 
ments about Burdick's alleged immorality, 
we have been unable to find a stain upon 
his private I'fe. We have traced down 
many of the rumors; have worked hard to 
estublish the fact that he was in the habit 
of carrying on intrigues with women, and 
that he was constantly involved in such af- 
fairs. We get nothing. , 

“Burdick liked the society of women, but 
that was all, and certainly this tra/t of 
character cannot be held against him.” 


Did Pennell 

Commit Suicide? 

The authorities have been accumulating 
evidence bearing lipen the death of Pennell 
and his wife, resulting from the plunge of 
their automobile from Kensington avenue 
into Gehr'’s quarry. 

In tracing the movements of the Pennells 
on the evening of their fatal trip, which 
began at 4:40 p. m. on Tuesday, March 10, 
and ended at 5:55 p. m. in the fata! plunge, 
the police have learned much. 

During the hour and ten minutes of that 
drive four interesting incidents that seems 
to be well supstantiated took place. A 
fifth incidént, the alleged act of Mrs. Pen- 
nell in emptying a small flask of whisky 


and throwing the bottle away, seams to 
have the shadow of a doubt cast upon it, 
although Jacob Geiger, a_ laborer, who 
says he witnessed the incident, positively 
avers it is so. 

The first incident is the riding of the au- 
tomobile up and down in front of Frank 
Geiger s farmhouse at the corner of Bailey 
and Kensington, slower than a _ person 
would walk, and in a pouring rain for 
about half an hour. 

The second incident was the stop at Geo. 
Volks’ saloon on Kensington avenue, where 
Volk says Pennell bought a glass of whisky 
and tock another Klass of the same iiquor 
out ‘to his wife.  Volk’s mother lives next 
dcor to the Pennell home on Cleveland 
avenue, and he is therefore well acquainted 

with Fennell. 

The third incident was a repetition of the 
Balley avenue loitering and maneuverin 
at the corner of Kensington avenue an 
Grider street for five or ten minutes at 
the same snail-like pace and in the same 
drenching rain. 

The fourth incident, the last feature of 
the drive, aside from the tragedy itself, 
is the strangest, if not the most significant 
of all. This is the incident of the Pennelis 
letting down the canopy or top of the ma- 
chihe so that they were exposed to the 
heavy downpour of rain, 

This happened two or three minutes be- 
fore the automehite took its tragic plunge. 
It was on Kensington avenue, west of 
Grider streot, about a quarter of a mile 
from the scene of the tragedy.

The first one was at Bur- 
dick’s uffice, about three weeks prior to 
the murder. He called voluntarily to talk 
with Burdick about the matter which the 
witness said “had become common talk at 
that time.” 

Mrs. Hull also had discussed it with him 
once during a call the minister made at the 
house. Asked to repeat the conversation 
with Mrs. Hull, Mr. Powers said: 

“She told me her da hter had left home, 
and that a suit for divorce was pending. 
She said her daughter was not without 
fault, but that she was not alone to blame 
either. That if I knew the whole thing I 
would not believe that the fault was all her 
daughter’s.”’ 

Mrs. Huil, he said, did not ask him to 

speak to Burdick about withdrawing the 
, vorce suit. 

On the first occasion that he visited Bur- 
dick he walked up home with him, so that 
he was with him about an hour. Burdick 
told him about everything that has come 
out In this examination.

“He told me fiat Pennell had threatened 
to commit suicide if the divorce suit was

‘“‘He told me that he had made up his 
mind to make pubiic all the letters that 
Pennell had tten to Mrs. Burdick and 
he impressed upon me how ridiculous it 
would make Pennell appear.”’ 

The witness said he asked Burdick to 
withdraw the divorce suit and to take his 
wife back, but he concluded from the 
mans reply that he would not do so under 
any circumstances. Burdick. Mr. Powers 
said, had a very kindly feeling for Mrs. 
Hull. He ougat a good deal of her. 

‘He told me she was not well and that he 
had offered to send her to Florida or Cali- 
fornia,’’ continued the witness, ‘“‘and that 
she should always have a home with him. 

“One reason Burdick gave me for not tak- 
ing Mrs. Burdick back was that Mrs. Hull 
always had had the chief care of the chil- 
dren and they would continue to be under 
her care.’ 

Mr. Powers said his second call upon 
Burdick was mainly regarding a business 
matter. 

“Do you know whether Pennell ever 
made any threat against Burdick?’ asked 
Mr. Coatsworth.

At a meeting of the suffragan bishops 
some time afterward Sishon Glennon’'s 
name was the frst choice, Bishop Dunne 
second and Bishop John J. Hennessey‘s 
nime was substituted for Bishop Megs- 
mer's. 

Rirhop is a native of County 
Meath... Ireland. He was born June 14, 
1862. At St. Mary’s College tn Mullingar 
he was given a classical education. Theol- 
ozy he studied at All Hallows’ College. 
Dublin He was ordained in Kansas City 
Dec. 2, 1884, by Eishop John J. Hogan, to 
whom he has been cvoadiutor. He was 
made assistant at St. Patrick's Church in 
Kansas City. 

In 1IS87 he was chosen administrator of 
the Cathedral in Kansas City. In 1893 he 
was made vicar general, and June 29, 1894, 
he was ordained as bishop, and has been 
coadiutor ever since. 

Hié is an eloquent speaker and is popular 
with clergy and laymen. Hoe delivered. the 
golider jubllee sermon at St. John’s Church, 
St. Louie, six years aro and established a 
reputation as an orator wh&h' he has 
since Sustaired in frequent addresses here. 

Bishop Glennon's visit to St. Louis at 
this time was to officiate at the ordination 
exercises at Kenrick Seminary as the 
representative of Archbishop Kain, who 
wos unable to undertake the duties on ac- 
count of his health.

Generals Commanded by 


Lincoln and What They are Doing in 
the New Century.

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—The recent 
death of Gen. “Baldy” Smith, Gen. William 
B. Franklin and Gen. Schuyler Hamilton 
reduced the number of survivors of the 132 
major-generols commanded by President 


Lincoln during the civil war to 17. Gen. 
Miles is the only one now In active service. 
The following ure upon the retired list of 
the army; John M. Scofield, Dantel E. Sick- 
les, Alexander McD McCook, Thomas J. 
Wood, Francis Fessenden, Wesley Merritt, 
Oliver O. Howard, James H. Wilson, Ben- 
jamin Hi. Grierson. Napoleon J. T. Danna. 

The following returned to civil life at the 
close of the war: Cassius M. Clay, Carl 
Schurz, Peter J. Osterhaus, Grenv lle M. 
Dodge. Lew Wallace and Julius Stahel. 

There are now in the army very few of- 
ficers who served through the war of the 
rebellion, and they have spent 40 years in 
the service. They have been promoted from 
grade to grade, until most of them are now 
at the top of the list of colonels in the 
various corps, and it is the pesey of the 
government to confer upon these grizzied 
veterans the only honor and reward that 
can be given them without a special act of 
Congress. 

Therefore, when there is a vacancy in 
the grade of brigadier --general, it is the
